Poisonings can be prevented 


A few simple precautions could help prevent a 
lot of needless pain and suffering. 


® Read the label on every household chemical 
you buy. 


® Ensure the cap is on tightly before you buy the 
product, and again after you use it 


® Check that child-resistant containers are 
functioning properly. 


® Always replace the cap on any container 
before you set it down, even if it’s just for a 
moment. 


® Leave all chemical contents in their 
Sas the labels on them give you vital 
ase of accident.
